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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1,2,4-6,8.9,11-19,22,23,25-27,29,30.32-40 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 
because the claimed invention lacks patentable utility. The disclosure asserts that including a 
first coaxial pathway inside a second pathway will significantly increase the velocity of fluid 
(page 5, lines 5-24). The examiner cannot believe that this is sol If anything, the velocity must 
be slower because the presence of the additional interior pathway will result in increased 
frictional drag on the fluid being drawn through the pathways. Furthermore, because the inlets 
and outlets of both pathways are subject to the same pressures, the fluid flow velocities must be 
the same. The applicant is directed to provide equations proving the assertion of increased flow. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/19/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant asserts that there is laminar flow in the inner tube with a velocity 
faster than a turbulent flow in the sun^ounding outer tube because of attachment devices and 
rough walls. Therefore, the inner tube will entrain gas flowing in the outer tube thereby obtaining 
a high gas velocity, namely, doubling the airspeed of the total gas. 

The examiner contends that the law of conservation of momentum requires that the net 
momentum of the gas after entrainment must be the same as the combination of the slower and 
faster flows, hence there will be NO overall increase in flow. The examiner further maintains that 
the flow of gas MUST be slower in a pipe with an inner tube than if the pipe had no inner tube 
because the inner tube, by it very presence, will cause frictional resistance to flow. The 
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applicant has not supplied equations proving the assertion of increased flow as requested by 
the examiner in the previous action.
